In  1915,  more  than  $80,000  worth  of  Supreme  Court  Reports,  Laws 
and  Journals,  etc.,  were  destroyed  by  fire  in  the  TJzzell  building.  The 
Legislature  of  1917  appropriated  $50,000  for  the  purchase  of  a  site  and 
the  erection  thereon  of  a  fire-proof  storage  warehouse,  for  the  safe- 
keeping of  these  Reports,  and  to  furnish  space  for  other  departments  of 
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the  Sfate  Government,  many  of  which  are  now  renting  storage  rooms  in 
different  parts  of  the  city.  A  convenient  site  was  purchased  on  Morgan 
Street,  less  than  a  block  distant  from  the  capitol  building,  and  plans 
prepared  for  the  erection  of  a  five-story  warehouse  building  thereon. 
This  building,  when  completed,  will  contain  approximately  50,000  square 
feet  of  floor-space,  which  will  be  ample  to  take  care  of  the  requirements 
of  the  several  departments  for  some  years. 

The  first  two  stories  were  completed  out  of  the  $50,000  appropriation, 
and  the  floor  was  laid  for  the  third  story.  An  appropriation  of  $75,000 
will  be  asked  from  the  General  Assembly  of  1919,  for  the  purpose  of 
completing  this  building  as  originally  planned,  in  order  that  the  property 
of  the  State  may  be  safeguarded  in  the  future.  The  space  in  the  part 
which  has  been  completed  has  been  assigned  to  the  Secretary  of  State, 
and  to  the  Commissioner  of  Labor  and  Printing.

Mr.  Brown  was  paid  the  salary  of  Grant  Clerk 
for  the  months  of  December,  January,  February,  and  March,  when  Miss  Minnie  Bagwell 
was  appointed  Grant  Clerk,  and  received  the  salary  from  April  to  November,  inclusive. 
Miss  Bagwell,  prior  to  her  appointment  as  Grant  Clerk,  was  receiving  $125  per  month 
from  the  automobile  fund.  The  sum  of  $390  was  paid  out  of  the  $600  appropriation  for 
extra  clerical  assistance,  $315  of  which  was  paid  to  Miss  Susie  Taylor  and  $75  to  Miss 
Sophy   Grimes.
